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Detailed Action 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-17 are pending. This action is In response to the amendment received 
December 9, 2005. 



Response to Arguments 

The rejection of claims 1-17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jansen et al. (US patent no. 6,243,450) is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed December 9, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In response to the arguments concerning the previously rejected claims the 
following comments are made: 

A. ) Applicant alleges that the prior art made of record fails to teach computer being 
programmed to permit a user to selectively operate the units after user enters a valid 
log-on ID. The examiner disagrees with applicant's representative since Jansen 
teaches computer being programmed to permit a user to selectively operate the units 
after user enters a valid log-on ID ( col. 5. lines 14-22: fios. 9 and ^^ ). In other words, 
Jansen discloses PIN that enables a user to enter a valid ID thus permits a user to log 
on by verifying his/her Identification. 

B. ) Applicant alleges that the prior art made of record fails to teach a video camera 
connected to the computer. The examiner disagrees with applicant's representative 
since Jansen teaches a video camera connected to the computer ( col. 6. line 32 to col. 
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7. line 68; col. 8. lines 47-67: figs. 4-7) . In other words, Jansen discloses a video 
display and a touchscreen, each individually in communication with the I/O port. The 
display and touchscreen are integrated into a single unit approximately 10 to 12 inches 
diagonal and has an adjustable viewing cone for public and private usage applications. 

With regards to the claims rejected as taught by Jansen, the examiner would like 
to point out that the reference teaches the claimed limitations and thus provides 
adequate support for the claimed limitations. Therefore, the examiner maintains that 
Jansen taught the claimed limitations.
